The N avy Has a C ipher of Its Ow n, as 


Has Also the D epartm en t of S tate. 


One of the Codes Used by England 
F or U n im p o rtan t Messages. 


The United States government em­ 
ploys probably more different kinds of 
codes than any other power. The state 
department has one of Its own. 
The 
war department has one. 
And the 
navy uses a separate and distinct sys­ 
tem. 
The code book or key of the 
navy cipher is kept always in a canvas 
bag, which is lined with zinc and heav­ 
ily weighted. The bag is in the per­ 
sonal custody of the commanding offi­ 
cer of the ship, who has orders never 
to let it get away from him, but to 
throw it overboard in the event of cap­ 
ture by an enemy. The advent of wire­ 
less telegraphy has made this precau­ 
tion doubly necessary, for the solution 
of an enemy’s cipher in time of war 
might easily tarn the scales of victory. 
The only naval code book ever cap­ 
tured by an enemy xvas the one car­ 
ried by the Chesapeake in the war of 
1812. 
The commander of the Chesa­ 
peake, Captain Lawrence, was wound­ 
ed early in the battle, and no one else 
knew where the code book was kept 
When the frigate surrendered the Brit­ 
ish found the code behind a sliding 
panel, and the book is now in the Brit­ 
ish museum. 
The cipher of the war department is 
very simple in its nature and by virtue 
of this simplicity, ease of operation, in­ 
scrutability and rapidity with which a 
new key can l>e substituted is said to 
hold first place among the military ci­ 
phers of the world. Army officers who 
have used other codes say that none of 
them compares to this one. 
This cipher may in a general way 
be described as an ingenious method 
of distorting the order of words in a 
message and further obscuring the 
meaning by the systematic introduc­ 
tion of Irrelevant words and meaning 
less names. The variety of distortions 
is great, and w’henever a copy of the 
cipher is captured another cipher can 
be communicated in a very short time 
to all those w ho should have it. 
A simple and ingenious naval cipher 
w’as Invented by Captain Charles Mor 
ris for the use of the American navy 
during the w ar of 1812 and has been 
utilized by the navy department, with 
modifications, ever since. 
The princl 
pie is applicable alike to flag ciphers 
or numerical ciphers transmitted by 
telegraph or wireless. 
Captain Morris in a hand written slg 
nal book bound by him in 1811 stated: 
A circumstance may sometimes render it 
desirable to change the signification of the 
flags or the numbers exp reused by them 
The following method should therefore be 
adopted: 
Det each day of the week be inserted in 
the signal book opposite a number. 
To 
each of these days affix a certain number 
which is always to be communicated oral 
ly under charge of secrecy, that no enemy 
or improper person can become acquaint 
ed with it. 
The following list is an ex 
ample:

Before commencing your communication 
Insert the number corresponding to the 
day you wish to use. This will signify to 
the person who is to read the signal that 
he is to add the number corresponding to 
that day to all signals that may be made. 
The person sending the signal will sub­ 
tract the same number from all signals. 
By this means an enemy's knowledge of 
your ordinary signals might really be con­ 
verted to his disadvantage instead of tho 
benefit which he might promise himself 
from them. 
While nobody could tell you today 
the code used by any power in trans­ 
mitting important and vital news and 
instructions, some of the more ordinary 
ciphers have been discovered. For in­ 
stance, one of the simplest of all offi­ 
cial ciphers Is that used by the British 
foreign office for the transmission of 
comparatively unimportant messages, 
the cipher being too well known to 
risk detection wheu there Is much at 
stake.

Each letter is then represented by 
two numerals. 
Thus A would be 11, 
I) would be 41, R would be 34, and so 
on. 
The letter Z, which has to be 
omitted from the cipher because of the 
fact that there are twenty-six letters 
In the alphabet, is represented by 0, 
while the same symbol is used to sep­ 
arate words. 
Thus in “Rush arms to Zanzibar” 
the cipher would be: 
3113443201134334405453001143042211134. 
This cipher has the advantage of al­ 
most infinite variety, as by changing 
the arrangement of the numerals one 
may easily baffle a chance recipient of 
the message, while the person for 
whom the cipher is intended would 
have no trouble in reading it.—James 
Hay, Jr., in Every Week.

A'simple and ingenious naval 'cipher 


was Invented by Captain Charles Mor- 
ris for the use of the American navy 
during the war of 1812 and has been 
utilized by the navy department, with 
modifications, ever since. The princi- 
ple is applicable alike-to flag ciphers 
or numerical ciphers transmitted by 
telegraph or wireless.

ped for several 
days, even weeks 


The Powells were 
unable to .savi 


money. 


One day 
a notice was 
postec 


that the planf had been abandoned 
and that no further labor would h< 
required. 


The Powells decided it were bet 


ter to move and spar with starva- 
tion on the road than to stay where 
they were and face it as a cer 


intyr They moved, carrying their 


few miserable possessions with them 
and taking turns 
at "toting" the 


youngest children, mere infants. All 
summer the search for work contin 
ued. Powell was weak and emaci 
ated and obtained very little employ 
ment. but he managed to earn foot 
for his road party as they wen 
along. 
Then they reached Naichez 


and having had no work and conse 
quently no food 
for several days 


they balked at nothing, not even thi 
abandoned negro shanty, as a placi 
to rest and fade into death. 


Powell is working now but his em 


ployment is not steady .and besides 
he is only one of hundreds here in 
Natchez so no individual attention 
can be .paid to his case after hi 
family is lifted 
from its presen 


plight.

Where individual 
act independently there is little imi 
formity in grading and much poor 
fruit is shipped which, in seasons of 
large production such as 1914, can 
not be disposed of profitably. 


Observations in the Chicago mar 


kct showed that 25 per cent, of the 
arrivals in carlot bulk, or the equi- 
valent of 350 carloads, and 10 per 
cent of the barreled shipments, the 
equivalent of about . 100 carloads 
were of such poor quality that the

mers would not only have saved the 
cost - of' packing and shipping, but 
would have cleared the market for 
the good stock.
